Director’s Note 


The creation of a new play is always a breathless voyage, fraught with perils, but more exciting 
than anything I can imagine. After many changes in direction, OGHWAN is heading into port 
transformed beyond my wildest dreams. We started one year ago, when the Theatre Department of 
Concordia University agreed to risk producing something new at a moment when the only concrete 
idea I had was the process we would undertake to create it. 


Last spring, the production team met briefly to discuss our methodology, and we spent the summer 
researching themes and story ideas. By mid-December the first draft was given to the designers and 
composer. The second draft was well underway by the beginning of January, when the cast joined 
the process in a workshop spanning the next two months. The workshop was of inestimable value 
to the playwrights and resulted in the completion of the third draft. For the actors, it meant that 
they had a two-month head start on the play and were able to take full possession of their characters 
long before the official rehearsals began. 


I am sure that I can speak for the entire company when I express my admiration of the Concordia 
Theatre Department in providing the resources for a project of such large scope. This has been a 
most rewarding activity for all concerned, an activity in which student designers, playwrights and 
actors were able to learn a great deal about each other’s disciplines through hands-on practical work. 
And, as a bonus, we have a very smart, very witty play. I hope you enjoy our picaresque, science- 
fantasy political thriller.
